RUSSIA'S OFFICERS 


How Difficulties in Securing Suitable 
Material were Overcome 


‘In spite of the confusion and dislo 
cation which followed the peace with 
Japan, both by reason of the return 
and incorporation of the great Man- 
churian with the Western army, and 
also because of the political disorders 
of the day, yet important military re- 
forms were inaugurated without undue 
delay. The two great weaknesses of 
Russia in face of Germany were the 
inferior character of her officer corps, 
socially, educationally and technically, 
and the poverty of her railway system. 
An officer corps is the growth of time, 
and needs corresponding classes in 
the nation to provide its personnel. 
The aristocracies and bourgeois class- 
es of Western Europe, fortified by the 
tradition of feudal times and inherited 


ideas of military honor, contribute 


young men competent to officer troops.: 
But Russia has very limited num- 


bers of such families in proportion to 
her vast popylation. To find compet- 
ent officers, even for the staff and 
higher commands, not to reckon the 
vast numbers required to lead the 
troops of the line, was a most diffi- 


harder. he first reforms after 


Japanese War aimed at extending the 
system of technical education for offi- 
cers. These measures had begun to 
produce ‘important results by 1914, 
and the improved leadership of the 
Russian forces was one of the most 
unpleasant surprises experienced by 
the enemy at the beginning of the war.

Care Should Be Taken 
Tainted Milk 


Dairy products may well be com 
pared to.a sponge in their ability to 
absorb. Just as’ readily as. the 
sponge takes up water, so milk, 
cream or butter take up: oders ‘and 
flavors. These may have gotten in 
before or, after the milk was drawn! 

Good shay and grain are said to 
produce good milk. ‘This is becaus: 
the avors are desirable and not. su 
ficiently strong to make themselycs 
noticeable in the product. Carrots, 
onions, and a number of other vege-' 
tables-on the other hand have strony 
characteristic flavors which ove! 
ceme the natural flavor of the afilk. 
Certain vegetables growing in the 
Alps mountains giver-a— peculiarly 
spicy odor and flavor to the milk oi 
Swiss cows. Weeds taken into thy 
cow’s stomach will be noted plainly 
in the weedy flavor of her milk, This

short. Any “strongly flavored food 


is liable to make itself evident in the!

feed. Milk set away if cellars where 
fruit or vegetables are kept will 
readily take up their flavors. Nero 
sene or gasoline are especially casily 
absorbed and the hardest to get rid 
of after they have once. left thei: 
taint. Almost anything which has a 
peculiarly sharp odor or flavor will! 
make itself felt on the condition of! 
any dairy product with . which © it 
comes in contact.

Can Be Prevented 


If the food administrator — sliall 
hive power to preverit slaughter of 
infantile domestic animals and will 
exercise that power, he can eliminate 
one enormous waste at a sifigle blow 
An enormous number of 
are slaughtered in this country. an- 
nually, At present the prices.of milk 
butter and cheese strongly tempt the 


; owners of cows to dispose of. calves 


as quickly as possible. Add to this 
the fact that’ a calf brings a higher 


price than ever before, it becomes 
a practical certainty that thousands 
of them are doomed to an early 


death. 

The effect of this practice is far- 
reaching. Tt prevents an absolutely 
necessary increase in the supply of 
mileh cows, aids the high price rat- 
ing of dairy products, checks the in- 
erease of livestock on the — farms, 
which thus get too little fertilization, 
and thus works against grain produc- 
tion. 

So, too, gratification of the appe- 
tite for “fries” breaks down the ef- 
fort to swell the production of eggs 
and of mature marketable poultry. 
A fry weighing one pound, would 
weigh four or five pounds next year 
and might be an industrious produc- 
er of eggs) A heifer calf, worth $15 
now, if of good type and quality, 
vould probably be worth $75-a year 
henee, and would soon be a produc- 
er of milk. ; 

But so the practice foes on. 
Though-> we have united for’ hundreds 
of years, in condemnation of the 
woman who slew the hen that laid 
for her the golden cegs every day, 
we are foolishly depriving ourselves 
of a gain which is day by cd as- 
sured, actuated by the hope of ‘get- 
ting it all in a lump, “All is not gain 
that goes into the purse.” Let the 
food adniinistrator see what, he can 
do with this, one of our greatest 
wastes.

_ The theory, however, is not so 
simple as that. For if one is always 


that the father is of the nationality 
of his father, and so on into the re- 
mote past, and as the inhabitants of 
Great Britain are very largely de- 
scended from Normans and Saxons 
and Danes—to mention only a few of 
the sources from which our race has 
sprung—it would follow that scarcely 
anyone would be entitled to call him- 
self an Englishman if the rule held 
good. ; 

Fortunately, however, it does not 
A man’s nationality depends upon 
the laws of the country in which he 
lives, but as different countries havé 
different laws on the subject it is 
natural that there should be a good 
deal of confusion about the matter. 
_ You hear it said sometimes that. it 
is wroig that the sons of Germans 
living in this country should be al- 
lowed to fight ii our army, for the 
German law is that they are Ger- 
rmians. Quite so, but our law says 
that they are not, ‘The law—not ‘only 
ef Britain, but the whole British eim- 
pire--says that any child born within 
the dominions of King George is his 
Inw fal subject, and to object to such 
persons as Germans merely. on ac- 
count ‘of their parentage is to place 
above our own, 
which is hardly patriotic. 

The object of the German law is 
clear enough. Germany has always 
wanted a large army, atrd has for 
long been losing many of -her people 


tore says that these men and ‘their 
sons, to. no matter what quarter of 
the globe they: go, are still Gernians 
and in tifue of war are bound to fight 
for Germany. ‘ 

But. Germany is by no means the 
only country in which this law ob- 
tains. It-—-or something like i@-is 
in force in Russia, Austria and, in- 
dced, in nearly every country in [u- 
rope, with one most. impgrtant ex- 
ception—that of our neighbor. and 
lieoric ally, France. And beyond Eu- 


course, and in practically all the dif- 
ferent states of South America, we 
find that children born in those cotin- 
trles, no matter whom their parents 
may haye been, are recognized as 
subjects of the land in which they 
were born. : 

When you consider the question it 
is clear that it must be so of neces- 
sity, for all these.are.what we call 
néw countries; whose populations 
are still largely composed of -immi- 
grants from the older nations of Eu- 
rope, and if all their children were 
to be recognized as natives of the 
countries from which their. parents 
had come the real natives of these 
states would-in niany cases form only 
a minority of the population. 

Sinilarly, France—through French- 
men do not emigrate in large mnum-} 
bers—has for long suffered from a 
decline in population, and conse- 
quently is eager to avail herself of 
all the persons Born within her boun- 
daries.

SOLDIER- MARINES — 
ON BELGIAN FRONT 


Exciting Type of Warture by Night 
Near North Sea-—Keeping 
Huns Worried 


There are some thousands of sol- 
diers in the gallant little Belgium 
army holding that corner of their un- 
happy kingdom still untrod by Ger- 
man foot who answer Kipling’s des- 
cription of the marine; they are sol 
diers and sailors too. How these Bel- 
gian infantrymen fight in boats at 
nigh is one of’many strange stories 
of the war, wrote an appreciative Eng: 
lishman. For two years most of the 
Belgian front was under water, the 
barrier the Belgian flung across the 
German path in the first year of war 
by opening the dikes, On one side 
of the water are the Belgian trenches, 
on the other side the German. There 
are miles and miles of flooded, sodden 
country with here and there a village 
shelled to rubble, one of the most des- 
olate regions of the whole desolate 
western front. : 

3y day all ©; quiet on those low- 
lands excep. for the occasional crack 
of the sniper’s rifle or the rumble of 
‘the usual bombardment. ‘But when 
night falls there begins exciting, touch 
and go work in the dark between the 
trenches on No Man’s Sea. For con- 
siderable stretches the water is nearly 
a mile. wide. Just at its edge little 
boats lie hidden under the Belgian 
trenches. In the darkness the Belgfan 
infantrymen steal down to them and 
now become marines, set forth on 
patrol. 

With Bombs or Knives 

It needs not only daring and cool- 
ness, but some special training to do 
this hazardous work. The men use 
padded or muffled oars, sometimes 
punt poles; sometimes they lie fiat iu 
the bottom of the boat and paddle with 
their hands. They are armed with 
bombs, sometimes with longs knives. 
Creeping silently close to the agrinan 
shore, to see what the enemy’ is up 
to over there, is a risky undertaking. 
Any moment a star shell may flood

The risk of all these things is noth- 
ing to the thrill of meeting a German 
patrol boat. Hearing the strokes of a 
punt pole the Belgians crouch tensely, 
the safety pins removed from their 
bombs, until the German craft is al- 
most upon them. Then the bombs are 
hurled, and in the racking roar that 
follows the Belgian’ slip away as si- 
lently as they came. 

The strangest part of this strange 
warfare is that getting back to their 
own shore after such fights is.compar- 
atively without danger if there are no 
star shells. The Germans in their 
trenches are afraid of hitting their 
own boat if they fire, dnd so are the 
Belgians, for neither side knows which 
boat threw the bomb, wittebbest-1ae|
